MOSCOW {¡n —■ Prime Minister 
Geo rgi M. Malenko v, new chief o f 
the Smiet go vernment, has re­ 
signed his po st as secretary o f the 
Russian Co mmunist party’s po wer­ 
ful Central Co mmittee. A five-man 
Secretariat, 
headed 
fcy 
fo rmer 
Ukrainian party bo ss Nikita S. 
Khrushchev, takes o ver. 
The change was anno unce! to day 
by Pravda, the party’s newspaper. 
It said a plenary sessio n o f the 
Central Co mmittee acc^ted Mal­ 
enko v’s resignatio n March 14. 
The anno uncement made it clear 
that the 58-year-o ld Khrushchev, 
who gained a reputatio n fo r firm 
po licies in the Ukraine, will de­ 
vo te his full time to the task o f 
administering the party. He will 
o perate under the leadership o f 
the co mmittee’s 10-member Pres­ 
idium, which is still headed by 
Malenko v. 
The new set-up will allo w Mal­ 
enko v to co ncentrate full attentio n 
o n his po st as prime minister.

MOSCOW UPI — Prime Minister 
Georgi M, Malenkov, new chief of 
the Soviet government, has re­ 
signed his post as secretary of the 
Russian Communist party’s power­ 
ful Central Committee. A five-man 
Secretariat,

Ukrainian party boss Nikita S. 
Khrushchev, takes over. 
The change was announced today 
by Pravda, the party’s newspaper. 
It said a plenary session of the 
Central Committee accepted Mal 
enkov’s resignation March 14.

Defense Will Seek 
To Show Victim Not 
Law Officer At Time 


WEST UNION, O. CC—The ques­ 
tion—“did Charles Eikleberry Jr., 
kill a sheriff or a plain citizen?** 
—is to be placed before the Adams 
County Common Pleas Court Mon­ 
day 
morning, 
defense 
counsel 
says. 
Attorney Elmer Spencer of Man­ 
chester said if it can be shown 
Ben K. Perry was not techni­ 
cally the sheriff of Adams County 
when slain, the prosecution will 
have to prove the shooting was 
premeditated. 
And Spencer, who, together with 
Edgar H. Hale of Portsmouth, is 
defending the 25-year-old Eikle­ 
berry, said he thinks the evidence 
will show there was no premedi­ 
tation. 
Eikleberry 
has 
been 
charged 
with first-degree murder. A guilty 
finding, without a recommenda­ 
tion of mercy, would mean an 
automatic death sentence. 
The defense lawyer added that 
if his contention is upheld, he 
would also try to show Perry him­ 
self was carrying a gun illegally 
when he slumped, dying of a bullet 
wound, on a roadside near here 
Jan. 12. 
Eikleberry and William Vandale, 
26, Marietta, were arrested in the 
slaying and charged with first-de­ 
gree murder. 
Both men were fugitives from 
the London Prison Farm at the 
time. 
Spencer said the first - degree 
murder charge against Eikleberry, 
as against Vandale, contained two 
counts: One charged premedita­ 
tion and the other cited an Ohio 
law involving the purposeful slay­ 
ing of a law officer. It would not 
be necessary to prove premedita­ 
tion on this latter count. 
The lawyer said that before 
Perry could act legally as sheriff, 
he had to file bond before the first 
Monday in January of the year 
after he was elected. 
He asserted Perry filed bond on 
Jan. 5, 1953, one week before he 
was killed. Jan. 5 fell on a Mon­ 
day and therefore the sheriff did 
not file bond before Monday, as is 
specified by law, he claimed. 
Spencer, counsel for the Antioch, 
O., defendant will try to establish 
Perry was trying to make an ille­ 
gal arrest and that he was carrying 
a gun illegally. 
Testimony began Friday in the 
case, following seating of an al­ 
ternate juror.

Wh en Dwigh t Eisenh ower writes h is p residen­ 
tial memoirs, h is country men will learn h ow 
h ard it was for h im to keep h is mouth sh ut 
about Congress during th e first two month s of 
h is administration. 
But if h e continues to refuse to let Congress 
bully h im into v erbal battle, h is country men 
may h onor h im for solv ing th e age - oíd p rob­ 
lem of friction between th e ex ecutiv e and leg­ 
islativ e branch es. It alway s h as been a p rob­ 
lem of jealousy ov er p restige. 
President Eisenh ower is ap p roach ing it from 
a new direction.

Actually , to assume oth erwise .

would make of th is serv ant of God 
a deity , a god on earth , not a man 
but a creature bey ond man.

THIS PHENOMENON requires 
analy sis and study and th at is being 
done by th ose wh o are concerned 
with Communist infiltration in th e 
United States.

1—Many clergy men are deep ly 
mov ed by th e need for p eace in th e 
world. Wh ile th ey are not neces­ 
sarily Communists, th ey are going 
th rough th e p rocess of joining com­ 
mittees and signing p etitions wh ich 
are Communist-insp ired and di­ 


rected. 
Many an actor or p rofessor got 
h imself into trouble for joining 
with Communists in causes wh ich 
seemed innocent and h umane but 
were designed to h arm America. 
It is imp ossible to say th at a 
Ch ristian minister sh ould not sup ­ 
p ort a p eace mov ement if th at is 
wh at h is conscience dictates. 
Yet, as a man and a citizen, 
wh atev er h i s v ocation, wh en h e 
p ermits h imself to become a p awn 
in th e Communist effort to destroy 
th e American will to resist th e 
forces for our destruction as a 
p eop le, forces formerly directed 
by Stalin and now by Malenkov , 
th en h e becomes a p eril to our 
civ ilization and, again wh atev er h is 
v ocation, h e must suffer th e con­ 
sequences of h is decisions. 
In a free society t h e r e are 
no orth odox and no unorth odox 
op inions. 
A man 
may believ e 
wh at h e wish es to believ e and may 
ex p ress h is v iews as h e ch ooses. 
He is resp onsible for h is own de­ 
cisions wh atev er th ey may be. 


THE CURRENT use of th e term, 
“unorth odox v iews,” is an absurd­ 
ity in th e American society be­ 
cause th ere are no orth odox v iews. 
No one can say wh at is orth odox . 
Was William Jennings Bry an orth o­ 
dox wh en h e ran against William 
McKinley ? Yet Bry an led a great 
p olitical p arty and h e migh t h av e 
been elected p resident. He did serv e 
as secretary of state. 
In a th ough t-controlled state, like 
Sov iet Ru.csia, unorth odox v iews 
lead to p urges, imp risonment and 
ev en death . In th e United States 
wh en men disagree, th ey argue, 
th ey debate. But th ere is no state 
interv ention in any one’s p riv ate 
life, ex cep t wh en th e American 
acts as an agent for a foreign 
p ower. Th en h e ceases to be a 
free man; h e is a slav e to h is 
alien masters wh o use h im to de­ 
stroy us. 
Th at h as noth ing to do w i t h 
orth odox or unorth odox op inions. 
It does h av e to do with destruc­ 
tiv e conduct designed to break 
down our society . It is rev olu­ 
tionary action with th e p urp ose of 
subjecting th e inds of our p eop le 
to th e will of an organized con­ 
sp iracy . 
Th ere was a time wh en men, in 
th is country , could take a soap ­ 
box , p ick a corner, and h url h atred 
against our way of life with im­ 
p unity . It meant noth ing more th an 
a scratch on granite with a p en­ 
knife. 
But wh en a foreign p ower uses 
our own sons and daugh ters as 
instruments for our destruction, 
th en we need to know wh at is going 
on.

Ov er in Germany in th e ’30’s 
th ey taugh t th e doctrine of “Our 
Leader” to th e p oint wh ere th e 
national legislativ e body became a 
rubber stamp .

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True To Prediction 


When Dwight Eisenhower writes his presiden­ 
tial memoirs, his countrymen will learn how 
hard it was for him to keep his mouth shut 
about Congress during the first two months of 
his administration. 
But if he continues to refuse to let Congress 
bully him into verbal battle, his countrymen 
may honor him for solving the age - old prob­ 
lem of friction between the executive and leg­ 
islative branches. It always has been a prob­ 
lem of jealousy over prestige. 
President Eisenhower Is approaching it from 
a new direction. Realizing that Congress is a 
coordinate branch of the government and has 
been obscured by the White House in recent 
years, he deliberately has put it into the lime­ 
light for a change. 
He and his cabinet have picked no fights 
with congressmen, though some congressmen 
have gone out of their way to fight with 
them — notably Sen. McCarthy. 
The White House has not been used as a 
sounding board for the kind of executive pro­ 
nouncements which have been a dime a dozen 
in recent years. Dwight Eisenhower has faded 
into the background so successfully that his 
critics are beginning to wonder if he is in dan­ 
ger of losing his executive identity. 
This was one of the predictions made about 
his presidency — that he would relv on co­ 
operation and good will to perform the duties 
of the office. The prediction has come true 
since Jan. 20. He has not tried to strong-arm 
Congress into doing anything against its will. 
Eventually. President Eisenhower mav have 
to defend himself against members of Con­ 
gress who seek his destruction and won’t settle 
for anything less. But if his s tra te ^ is to let 
such members wreak their own destruction by 
seeking his, ifs beginning to work. 
The rope he has made available for their 
self-hanging is being put to the best possible 
use. President Eisenhower and his cabinet can 
afford to be patient a while longer, while Con­ 
gress learns how it feels to work with an 
executive who doesn’t insist on doing all the 
talking. 


‘No, Virginia’ 


Life on the Potomac, tax-wise, is real and 
earnest for the Eisenhower administration. 
It is real and earnest for all of us. Santa 
Claus is not going to be here this year. Rep. 
Reed of New York finally has abandoned hope 
for his bill to cut income taxes. As if to deepen 
the sorrow, President Eisenhower has thrown 
his weight against the much-discussed proposal 
to put a 25 per cent ceiling on income taxes. 
He says this would endanger the country’s fi­ 
nancial structure if it were adopted. 
As Rep. Reed points out, this is the reverse 
of what many citizens who voted for Eisen­ 
hower thought they were going to get. Whether 
or not the Eisenhower campaigners actually 
promised tax reduction, 
millions of voters 
thought they were promising it. One thing is 
certain—they did not promise to keep taxing 
and spending at existing levels. 
Voters thought they were voting for prudence, 
economy and tax reduction. If the Eisenhower 
campaign had been conducted on the premise 
an on the promise that nothing was going 
to be changed, there would have been no land­ 
slide. 
That political problem will haunt Republicans 
in 1954 and in 1956, unless a solution can be 
found. 
Only one solution exists—and it exists in Mos­ 
cow, which retains the power to dictate what 
U. S. taxpayers are going to pay. Even though 
every corner be cut and every penny saved, 
the Eisenhower administration cannot make a 
substantial reduction in taxes without a sub­ 
stantial reduction in the threat of a Kremlin- 
inspired war. 
“No, Virginia, there is no Santa Claus and 
there never was. There used to be Joe Stalin 
and now there is Georgi Malenkov.’* 


Jalopy Control 
It must be occurring to a great many mem­ 
bers of the Ohio General Assembly that the 
auto-inspection bill defeated by a narrow m ar­ 
gin in the House last week was in reality a 
proposal to control the jalopy menace. 
Since this is so. there would be no sense 
whatever in forcing hundreds of thousands of 
motorists who keep their cars in safe repair to 
undergo a nominal inspection at least once 
and perhaps twice a year. 
There is nothing mysterious or furtive about a 
jalopy. It can be spotted on sight. If Ohio needs 
a new law to empower police authority to keep 
a jalopy off the road unless it has lights, brakes 
and the customary number of wheels and ap­ 
purtenances, that is a m atter entirely apart 
from a statewide compulsory inspection of 
every motor vehicle at least once a year, with 
all the attendant confusion, expense and anxiety. 
Instead of burning down a barn to get the 
horse out. that would amount to putting up a 
statewide structure of red tape to get the 
jalopy in — or at least to give its driver some­ 
thing to think about. 
It would be a bad law and a make-work pro­ 
ject for a lot of people who would turn into 
auto inspectors. If it comes up again, it should 
be turned down by a thumping majority.

“five dollar day” ), won an infant 
CIO the support it needed in the 
late thirties. 
So now Reuther comes to his 
people again with a promise that 
he will fight for a guaranteed 
year’s pay. 
And while he prepares for this 
battle, he consolidates his own 
forces behind him. On the platform 
with him will be the CIO Steel­ 
workers’ new leader, David Mc­ 
Donald, who has been Reuther’s 
outspoken rival for influence in 
CIO. And the auto union’s constitu­ 
tion will be revamped so that Com­ 
munists can be kept out of local 
union offices — and out of places 
where they can exploit or sabotage 
his drives. 
It did take Reuther, the stormiest 
and most controversial personality 
on the industrial front, a little 
more than 25 minutes to get start­ 
ed. But he’s rolling now. 


Eisenhower Respects Rights Of Congress 


It is coming as something of a 1 
surprise to many people here to ; 
learn that there really is a Re- 1 
publican president in the White 
House. 
They have gotten so used to the 
dictatorial and intolerant attitude 
of Democratic presidents in the 
last 20 years toward Congress that 
when Dwight Eisenhower refuses 
to get into a fight with Congress 
but prefers instead to respect it as 
a coordinate branch of the gov- j 
ernment, they say he is surrender­ 
ing his prerogatives. 
There are lots of people in the 
New Deal and Fair Deal group i 
who for years have regarded Con­ 
gress as a secondary and unim­ 
portant institution to be browbeat­ 
en or ridiculed, while the chief 
executive has been exalted as if 
he had the powers of a dictator. 
There are people here who re a l-1 
ly believe the executive power is 
such that it must be absolute and j 
that the elected representatives of 
the people must follow a White 
House leader on everything. 
Over in Germany in the ’30’s

subject to careful investigation and 
prolonged debate if necessary be­ 
fore confirmation is voted or re­ 
fused. 
There is also the general power 
of Congress to investigate which is 
being criticized. Persistent efforts 
have been made by sympathizers 
with the New Deal and the Tru­ 
man “red herring” attitude toward 
subversives in the government to 
persuade President Eisenhower to 
denounce all such inquiries. But 
Congress appropriates the money 
for executive departments 
a n d 
agencies of the government and 
has a right to check on what is 
happening to the taxpayers’ money 
and to see if laws that bar sul> 
versives from the government are 
being enforced. 
Whenever a member of Congress 
expresses 
a 
viewpoint different 
from the executive, the tendency 
of the Roosevelt - Truman - indoc­ 
trinated folks around here is to 
magnify it into a piece of serious 
friction or a first - class row. Yet 
the Constitution says that only the 
House of Representatives 
m a y 
they taught the doctrine of “Our originate tax legislation — not the 
Leader” to the point where the 
national legislative body became a 
rubber stamp. Fortunately under 
the American system, the Congress 
and the Supreme Court and the 
Presidency constitute a three-head­ 
ed form of government deliberate­ 
ly created by our forefathers to 
prevent one branch from encroach­ 
ing on another. 
It may be novel, but certainly it 
is no sin for members of the Sen­ 
ate to want to take a look at a 
presidential nomination. O t h e r - 
wise, the constitutional requirement 
that important appointments can 
be valid only if “the advice and 
consent” of the Senate has been 
obtained would be meaningless. 
What else does “advice and con­ 
sent” mean but examination of all 
the facts? 
Not long ago critics of the ad­ 
ministration were applauding be­ 
cause the appointment of a secre­ 
tary of defense was carefully ex­ 
amined before confirmation. 
Today, when some senators want 
to look into the background of a 
man chosen to be ambassador to 
Soviet Russia in these troublous 
times, the impression is conveyed 
that this is somehow out of order 
and that a president’s selection for 
ambassador is sacrosanct and not

president and not the Senate. 
Who has a better right to advo­ 
cate tax reduction than Represen­ 
tative Reed, of New York, Repub­ 
lican, chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee? 
The theory that Mr. Eisenhower 
has been elected “leader” of both 
Congress and the Executive Branch 
is fallacious. 
One of the finest things about 
the new president is his respect 
for the rights of Congress. 
He can, of course, express at 
any time his own views on tax 


laws he may intend to sign or veto, 
but even a Democratic president 
who vetoed a tax bill found that 
two-thirds of Congress, under the 
leadership of Alben Barkley, over­ 
rode that veto. 
It has been said that foreign pol­ 
icy is the exclusive province of the 
president. That is a distortion of 
fact. 
The president, under the Con­ 
stitution, has the exclusive right to 
communicate with or carry on ne­ 
gotiations 
with 
foreign govern­ 
ments, but the Constitution also 
says that when an agreement is 
reached the treaty can be ratified 
only by the “advice and consent” 
of the Senate, expressed by a two- 
thirds vote. 
There are some disadvantages, 
to be sure, in a separation of the 
powers of the executive and legis­ 
lative branches of the government, 
but until the Constitution is amend­ 
ed to consolidate the executive and 
legislative into a single govern­ 
ment, as is done under a parlia­ 
mentary system, there can be no 
recognition of the executive as su­ 
perior to the legislative branch of 
government. Each still has its own 
responsibility. 
It is a lesson in the American 
form of government which is be­ 
ing ignored by many who keep on 
assuming that Mr. Eisenhower has 
been elected dictator of the entire 
government, including Congress. 
Party responsibility in legisla­ 
tion is desirable, but where inter­ 
national affairs are concerned and 
where the public interest must rise 
above party, the rights of Congress 
are as important as the rights of 
the executive.

There can be no single Voice of 
America. That absurdity can be 
perpetrated only in a place l i k e 
Russia, where the voice of a dic­ 
tator says everything it is legal to 
say. 
The miracle is that the Voice 
was able to speak at all. It will go 
on trying, but not without dissent. 
That is the best evidence avail­ 
able that freedom is still a dy­ 
namic, living force in the United 
States, not a relic of dead day* 
beyond recall.

Tension High At Delinquent 
Girls9 School After 2 Riots 


SANTA ROSA, Calif. OS — The 
riot-ridden Los Guilocos School for 
delinquent girls quieted to an un­ 
easy tenseness during the night, 
but California Youth Authority Di­ 
rector Herman Stark called th e 
situation a potential powder keg. 
Police threw an all-night cordon 
around the school grounds follow­ 
ing two riots in the past 24 hours. 
Stark had received an okay from 
Gov. Earl Warren to alert a com­ 
pany of National Guard troops 
from Santa Rosa in case of an 
emergency. But they have not been 
ordered on*to the school grounds 
yet. 
Police said the 160 teenage girls 
are still uncontrolled. Many are 
armed with knives and broken 
glass, officers added. 
School officials were overheard 
commenting that the recent break­ 
up of a homosexual ring may have 
incited the riot. 
The first riot broke out at dinner 
time Thursday when 15 girls, 


breaking 
windows, 
overturning 
tables and ripping window screens, 
made a break for freedom. They 
were all captured within hours. 
Inmates who didn’t participate in 
the riot and supervisors were 
threatened by ringleaders, school 
authorities said. 
In the second flareup the 15 girls 
broke out of a maximum security 
compound just after noon yester­ 
day. 
They 
wrapped 
sweaters 
around their fists and smashed 
windows, and armed themselves 
with glass slivers and knives, 
which they took from the school 
kitchen. 
Other girls broke out in groups 
of two and three each, but were 
captured. 
California Youth Authority offi­ 
cers said they would seek a court 
order to ship six ringleaders to 
the Sonoma County jail and an­ 
other six to the Napa state hospi­ 
tal where they could be held in 
maximum security.

A singing master reads his mail 


Prof. A. J. Showalter dismissed his class, col­ 
lected his song books, locked the little church and 
drove his nag across town to the rooming house 
where he had put up for his brief stay in North 
Alabama. 
Time was in America when only those who could 
afford private lessons were able to sing by note. 
There were few song books. Church-goers depended 
on song leaders to set the tune of a hymn and read 
the words, line by line, while the congregations 
fang after them. 
But in 1830 Musician Lowell 
Mason quit his bank job in Savannah, Ga., went 
to Boston, hounded the city fathers until they put 
music in the public schools, published song books 
and trained music-masters and sent them into rural 
America to teach people how to sing. These teach­ 
ers trained other teachers, who in turn trained 
attn others and by 1900, the hymn-reader and tune- 
setter was out of a job. 
At his boarding house in Hartselle, Ala, that 
day in 1887, Virginia’s singing teacher, A J. Sho­ 
walter, found two letters from former students in 
South Carolina, where he had recently conducted a 
series of classes. Showalter read one of the letters 
and put it aside.. He would answer it. It was from 
a former student who had just lost his wife. Open­ 
ing the second letter, the professor found that it

Showalter wrote, "The eternal God ia thy refuge, 
and underneath are th* everlasting arms.’’ He 
paused, put down his pen. In that line of Scripture 
lay toe theme for a tong. His pupils could read 
musk. They could sing. He knew because he had 
taught them. Why not a song of comfort instead of 
a letter? He wrote a chorus and sent it to the 
Rev. Elisha Hoffman in Pennsylvania. Elisha Hoff­ 
man, author of “I Must Tell Jesus.” “Glory To His 
Name,** and 2000 other hymns, wrote three verses 
and sent them back to Showalter in Alabama. Sho­ 
walter wrote music that tied in with bis chorus. 
At even three score and ten, in 1927, A. J. Sho­ 
walter led his last earthly singing at Chattanooga, 
Tenn. He left behind “O Thou That Hearest Prayer” 
“Tile Light of the World is Jesus” and hundreds 
of other Christian songs. He left also thousands 
of students and millions of tong books from one 
end of America to the other. Because he spent his 
life in the South, A. J. Showalter will probably be 
remembered longest in the South. But after his 
name baa been forgotten, the world will be singing 
this hymn . . . written because A. J. Showalter 
wanted to console two bereaved young men.

barely read at all just dropped 
out of school. 
So many others were like these 
children that the handicap was not 
very noticeable. 
But today, with public educa­ 
tion for all children and so many 
of them going on to college; and 
with the need of reading to get 
along in everyday living a n d 
with so much reading materials 
for the masses to enjoy, not be­ 
ing able to read well is growing 
more and more to be a personal 
calamity. 
Besides, it is apparent that skill 
in reading is necessary for all suc­ 
cessful book learning, and that the 
farther a child goes in school, the 
more of his learning consists of 
reading well. 


IT IS encouraging that the train­ 
ing of young persons to become 
teachers and their later profession­ 
al training recognize the foregoing. 
Encouraging, too, is the practice 
of some schools to have reading 
experts who work with individual 
school children and show o t h e r 
teachers how to help these chil­ 
dren enjoy success at reading. 
Yet the need of this is so great 
that a relatively small proportion 
of school children have adequate 
help in learning to read or read 
better. Worse still, consider the ap­ 
palling over-crowding of children 
in many classrooms. 
In a few universities, centers 
have been established for training 
special teachers of reading. The 
most outstanding of such centers 
is the reading clinic at Temple 
University, founded some ten years 
ago and still directed by that giant 
among reading experts, Dr. Em­ 
met A. Betts. 
For a number of years, Dr. Betts 
has also conducted an annual read­ 
ing institute for a week, which has 
grown international in scope. At 
its recent meeting were delegates 
from most of the states and sever­ 
al foreign countries. 
Most of these thousand-odd dele­ 
gates are already heading up read­ 
ing programs in various areas. 
And I was there to learn while 
participating. 
I came away feeling enlightened 
and inspired with the many good 
things I heard about helping chil­ 
dren (and their parents) to be hap­ 
pier through learning to read or 
read better. 


ing or anything else is to help him 
succeed; and that in order for 
him to succeed, he must do what 
he can do well and feel worthy of 
doing. 
When I was beginning to empha­ 
size this principle in the mid-twen­ 
ties at Western Reserve University, 
I learned a basic piece of research 
in reading being developed by a 
young elementary school principal 
of Shaker Heights, Ohio—Dr. Em­ 
mett A. Betts. 
He was the first reading expert 
to arrive at this principle objec­ 
tively, and his copious writings and 
researches 
since 
have enlarged 
upon it. 
However, at his recent institute, 
he also emphasized that as the 
child succeeds, we need to help 
him strive to climb, gradually, to 
higher and more challenging lev­ 
els.

Mrs. George Pullins told police 
the loot included toy train equip­ 
ment worth $118, a microscope val­ 
ued at $50 and several o t h e r 
items. 
The burglary of a workshop over 
a garage at the Pullins residence 
was reported to police Jan. 20 by 
a man who rented the property 
during the family’s absence, but 
he was unable to furnish a list of 
the stolen articles, police explain­ 
ed. 
Mrs. Pullins said she suspects 
juveniles because most of the ar­ 
ticles would appeal to boys. 
She said it included: An engine 
and tender worth $35, a diesel 
switcher valued at $30, three pas­ 
senger cars worth $20, two coal 
cars valued at $15, a crane worth 
$7, a wreck car worth $5 and a 
boxcar valued at $6. Also missing 
are a microscope, a magnifying 
glass, a bow and arrows and a 
large box full of comic books, Mrs. 
Pullins told police. 
Police also are investigating the 
burglary of a W. Eighth St. serv­ 
ice station reported Friday. Leo­ 
nard Cunningham, the operator, 
said the intruder gained entrance 
sometime Thursday night or early 
Friday by smashing a window on 
the south side of the building. The 
station was ransacked but appar­ 
ently nothing was taken, he said

Phoney Doctor 
Tied To Forgery 
Of Prescriptions 
OKLAHOMA CITY IB—A fake 
doctor who treated the late hill­ 
billy singer Hank Williams signed 
six prescriptions with the name 
“Dr. C. W. Lemon,” a handwriting 
expert told a legislative investi­ 
gating committee Friday. 
Robert Travis of the state crime 
bureau, after examining handwrit­ 
ing samples of H. R. Marshall and 
Dr. Cecil W. Lemon, testified that 
in his opinion the prescriptions, 
were signed by Marshall. 
One sample, signed “Toby Mar­ 
shall,” over M. D., prescribed 
chloral hydrate, a powerful sed­ 
ative, for Williams before the enter­ 
tainer’s death in West Virginia 
Dec. 31. 
Marshall, whose parole from a 
forgery sentence has been revoked, j 
denied he “ever conspired to take 
the life of Hank Williams.” The 
singer’s widow told the committee 
she thought the convict’s treat­ 
ments contribilted to her husband’s 
death. 
Williams died following a heart 
attack.

NEW YORK WI—The nation’s 
civil defense currently is only 
about 15 per cent prepared to 
cope with an air attack, says the 
executive assistant civil defense 
administrator.

Air 
Force chief of staff, also spoke, 
saying: ‘The Soviet Union now has 
nearly 1,000 bombers that on one­ 
way trips can reach all important 
targets within the U. S. from bases 
behind the Iron Curtain.”

Nyktas l i v e s with his uncle, 
Christian Nyktas, an American cit­ 
izen who operates a tavern in Sa­ 
lem.
